matic corps, an ambassador, that anch a 
step by Spain was the logical result of 
the crushing Spanish defeat at Manila, 


I and that Spain herself ahoaid be the 
first to recognize it as a measure for her 
own self-protection -and self-preserva- 
tlon. Her best friends in the family of 
natione ought to urge it upon Spain, 
this Ambassador said, for it was now 
patent to the world that Spain's military 
and naval strength was grotesquely in- 
adequate to cope with forces of tbe United 
States, and Spanish pride would ulti- 
mately bn humbled into place on far 
more severe terms than she might be 
ak!> to obtain now. 


While expressing this tiew with 


mnch positlveneis, it was pnt forward 
only as a tentative proposition, and not 
ae a move which tbe European powers 
had actually begun. 
At the eame time It indicates a new 


trend of feeling among leading foreign 
representatives In Washington. This 
discussion bae been official and without 
advices from tbelr own government!, 
but it is said that Spain's plight is 
lucb at the present moment that a 
movement on the other side may begin 
at any time towards inducing Spain to 
mate terms for closing tbe war. In 
such * move, it is pointed out, those 
powers which bave been friendly to 
Spain, particularly Anitria and France, 
might well join In urging her to sne for 
peace before It is too lat*. It iatad 
that tbe nations mostfriendlr to Span 
might inffer almost as mnch as Spain 
herself by a prolongation of the war 
and tbe ultimata annihilation of Spain. 


At the same time, those power) most 


friendly to the United States, particu- 
larly Great Britain and Russia, would, 
it is believed, join in any movement 
promising to restore the peace of we 
world. 
It is elated with positiveness at sev- 


eral of the embassies and legations to- 
day that intervention in the aente of 
staying the course of the United States 
was no longer being ditcussed, and that 
only such intervention aa would induce 
Spain to sne for peace wae possible un- 
der the existing condition of affairs.

States fleet and entered the 
port of

ive.The Spanish mail steamer Monteerrat,

'So many utterly false reports have 
been given out in Madrid recently that 
American confirmation ol the nrrival of

WASHINGTON. May 10.—It is bard to 


tell whether the naval officers were re- 
lieved or disappointed by the news that 
eame late this afternoon to both the 
navy and state departments to the effect 
that tbe Spanish flying squadron had 
arrived at Cadiz, Spain. The safety of 
the Oregon from attack is now completely 
assured and the way It clear for military 
operations In Cuba without running tbe 
risk of bavins the occupying army't line 
of communication cut off.

It Is scarcely 
believed, however, that tbe Spanish are 
willing to take tbe great risk of expos- 
ing to our attack their own home ports 
by the withdrawal of so considerable a 
proportion ol their naval strength as 
would be required to overmatch Dswey.

It involves 
two equally direful cODtingeuciei— eith- 
er payiog ten cente a schooner, with 
tbe regulation amount of froth, or 
elce receiving only a "pony beer" for 
five cents. 


Beer, wbicb usually has gone down, 


and gone down good to a great many, is 
now going tip. Already tbe local deal- 
ere have received notice of an advance 
o( $1 on thirty gallon barrels, and the 
liklihopd of a further raiee is CBU&ing 
not a little concern among the devotees 
ol the beverage. The increase of ^1 a 
barrel is not due to tbe proposed war 
tBX, as that has not as yet gone into cf. 
feet, but is caused by the high price of 
hurley, which is used in making tbe 
brew, the ilret since in the beer making 
process. It It said that the price of 
hops is also climbing up, going along 
with wheat, barley and other cereals, 
and tbe natural intuit ii that beer will 
" jump" even higher than it already hap. 


It is believed that before long tbe 


Bchooners will be annihilated as com- 
pletely as was Montejo'i lleet, and the 
bibulous individuals will tell, with one 
nrm leaning on the bar, of the size 
echoonere they used to get for a nickel, 
adding, "but that waa before tbe war." 
Several dealers have anticipated the 
raise in beer by laylngin. supply. One 
taloonlst, who does not particularly 
cater to tb. beer trade, received thirty 
barrels of bottled beer yesterday. As 
yet there has been no increase in the 
price of the bottled goods, but it ia ex- 
pected that the price will advance along 
with tbe draft article.
